|in Algebra—containing 6 or 8 pupilsa—who 


had evidently been well grounded, 
were tested with a variety of difficult ques- 
tions which they showod great skill in re- 
ducing to equations and solving upon the 
black board. A Jarge class of History next 
came forward, and exhibited a close acquain- 
tance with the events of Ancient as well as 
English History. Tho performances of 
class in Geometry which followed next, ex- 
hibited an amount of proficiency and math- 
ematical acumen, alike creditable to then 
selves, and gratifying to the spectators, 

It may be remarked, that a Jarge cumber of 
visitors were present—contrasting rather 
remarkably with the meagre gatherings too 
often seen upon such occasions in our town 
school houses. 

A Reading class (the fourth) next came 
forward, and read with great distinctness of 
enunciation, and n very agreeable modula- 
tion of voice. The Teacher observed that 
he had been greatly aided in his efforts by 
frequentty adopting the plan of simulta- 
neously reading and recitation. The classes 
in Anthmetic, Grammar and Geography 
filled op the remainder of the atternoon, 
with the exception of some time devoted to 
dssays and Declamation. 

The Arithinetical feats of several of the 
advanced scholars, and of Mark Coppinger 
in particular, were really quite remarkable, 
shewing a very unusual familiarity with the 
principles involved, 

The knowledge of Grammar and Geogra- 
phy appeared also to be both extensive and 
thorough. The Essays gave evidence of 
very considerable originality and command 
ot langosge. The Declamation (by a son of 
Mr, Olute’s) was exceedingly well performed.

FLAX COTTON AND COTTON. 

The subject of discussion before the legis- 
lative agricultural society last evening was 
the culture of flax and ils preparation for 
spinning. 

We have watched with much interest: 
the movemeat for the introduction of tho: 
flax fibre as n substitute for cotton. There 
is reason to believe, ivoredible as it may 
seem, that the substitute has been found, 
which, before another generation passes 
away, will take the place of cotton in so 
large a degree as not only to drive “ King 
Cotton” from his throne and reduce him 
to the ranks, but to relieve the world from 
dependence on him altogether—enable it 
in fact to have plenty of shirts, if need be, 
without being helplessly dependent upon 
him and bis worshippers. 

In the adjoining city of Boxbury a man- 
ufactory is now established which imports 
rough fax from Towa, converts it into va- 
rious conditions suitable for mixing with 
cotton, wool, or silk, or to be made into 
cloth by itself, and we understand that it 
is doing a profitable business. And we do 
not see why it should not, if a substance 
' middling cotton can ba 
produced —as we are assured it can be—at 
ten cents a pound, and leave an ampie 
profit. We believe the grand secret has 
been discovered which will convert * King 
Cotton” into a useful and unpretending 
servant, or new inventions will be brought 
in to facilitate the movement and make it 
a regular, important, and permanent busi 
ness.— Boston Journal, Feb. bth, i

4. That tho country is adinirably adapted 
for the introduction of oxotio labor, and 
that under such fnducements as Bogland 
and the United States could easily seoure 
from the local governments, emigration 
would bo attracted thither to an oxtent 
adequate to remedy any deficiency in tho 
supply of cotton resulting from a lack of 
looal labor.

VALUE OF CORN COBS. 

A correspondent of the Country Gentle 
man gives his experience in this matter as 
follows :—I have been in the babit of get 
ting my corn and cobs ground together, as 
was the case with most of my neighbors ; 
but I was not exactly satisfied that it was a 
paying business, for, to look at a basket of 
cobs, it seemed to me that. there could be 
but little nutriment contained therein—not 
much more than in a nice little basket of 
chips. I concluded that the analysis of the 
cob must settle the question, and on con 
sulling authorities, I found that according 
to the analysis of Charles T. Jackson of 
Boston, Mass., the cob contained three aud 
one fourth per cent, of nutritive matter.— 
According to the analysis of Sir Humphrey 
Davy, the corn contained 77 per cent. of 
nutritive matter. Here, then, was a basis 
for calculation. If 100Ibs. of corn gives 
77 per cent., and 190tbs. of cobs gains 3 
and } per cent., then 100Ibs. of corn is 
worth as much as 2,369lbs, of cobs. Well
